' to bis ei^t*grada olaee it is because as a oonsequenoe of my inveeti^^tiona into 
the political assaesinatiOQs the focus of my work has shifted to the integrity of 
our basic instltutiona# Inevitably this involves the abuses of the intelligence 
agencies# These abuses# with both the CIA and FBI for sure# extend to ae# It is 
only a questiOQ of tloki before I will be suing them over t^s because they seem to 
be deteminad to stonewall my FOlV^A requests# There has been no FBI compliance and 
only the nost limited the ClA# 

I also have several other interesta in which what happened to Olson la only 
part# I was aware of the CIA programs several years ago# I gam Eric a few of the pages 
1 had obtained by then prior to your reaching a settlemmt on the chance they mi^t 
be helpful to you# 

Several reporters have an interest in the general subject# They are my friends# 

I also hear with some regularity from one I believe to have been involved# He 
seems to have reached out to me after reading wire-service stories on my work# While 
1 have no proof I believe he may have been one of the victims# lie is unwilling to 
surface# 

If you have any other information that is not by its nature confidential X 
would like to be able to go over it# I am originally from Philadelphls# I expect to 
be in subtoban Philadelphia May 13 for a family function# If there are any files you 
could make available I'd arrange to stay over# If they are not voluminous X would 
rather pay for the xeroxing because I am in a post-phlebitic condition and to stay 
over would require my making special arrangements for travel# 

There remains a potential for further trouble for the Olsen family# which has 
muffered more than enou^# If Eric can be taken as typical# they are fine people# 1 
do not want to seem to transgress# but I would suggest that you consider this possi- 
bility and discuss it with me because of the prospect of further journalistic inter- 
est in this by those idio are friends of mine# The first second-wave treatment uay 
have much to do with what may or may not follow#
